Fare or THE Britisu Packets.—A London paper 


gives the following list of British government pack- 


ets that have been lost within the last 12 years, viz: 

The Delight, Captain Hay, in 1823, off the Isle of 
All the crew lost. 

The Algerine, Woemss, in 1826, off the Dardanel- 
les. Crew lost. 

The Hearty, Lieut. Jury, in 1826, off Barbadoes. 
Crew and passengers all lost. 

The Redpole, Mr. Bullocke, in 1826, on her pas- 
sage from Brazil. Crew and fourteen passengers all 
lost. A large quantity of specie on board. 

The Ariel, Lieut. Fegg, in 1826, on passage to 
Halifax. Crew lost. 

The Recruit, in 1826, on passage from Halifax to 
Bermuda. Crew lost. 

The Calypso, Lieut. Peyton, in 1833, on passage 
from Falmouth to Halifax. Crew and passengers 
lost. 

The Thais, Lieut. Church, in 1834, on passage 
from Falmouth to Halifax. Crew and passengers 
lost. 

The last six were employed as packets, and have 
been used since the transfer of the packet service 
from the Post office to the Admiralty, a period of 
about nine years only. Most of the packets now 
employed on this station are of the same class and 
description of vessels. The crew of each is, inclu- 
ding officers, about thirty-five persons. They gene- 
rally carry some passengers, but in consequence of 
the loss of’so many of the vessels, fewer now than for- 
merly, which is a loss to the revenue, as a portion of 
the passage money is paid to government. They ai- 
so carry, frequently, !srge quantities of specie, the 
loss of which, as well as the mails, is a serious inju- 
ry both to individuals and to the country at large. 

About twelve months since, the inhabitants of Fal- 
mouth petitioned to parliament, complaining of the 
burthens thrown on them and the adjoining parishes 
by the number of widows and orphans that were left 
without support, owing to the loss of so many packets, 
and praying that a safer class of vessels migbt be 
substituted for those now employed. Captain Elliott, 
the Secretary to the Admiralty, stated that it was 
the intention of government soto do. Since then, 
however, only one new vessel has been equipped for 
the service, namely the Pandora.

Nornine Destroven.—The researches of chemists 
have shown that what the vulgar call corruption, 
destruction, &c. is nothing but a change of arrange- 
ment of the same ingredient elements, the disposi- 
tion of the same materials into other forms, without 
the loss or actual destruction of a single atom; 
and thus any doubts of the permanence of natural 
laws are discountenanced, and the whole weight of 
appearances thrown into the opposite scale. One of 
the ‘most obvious cases of apparent destruction is, 
when any thing is ground to dust, and scattered to 
the winds. But it is one thing to grind a fabric te 
powder, and another to annihilate its materials; 
scattered as they may be, they must fill somewhere, 
and continue, if only as ingredients of the soil, to 
perform their humble but useful part in the economy 
of nature. The destruction produced by fire, is 
more striking; in many cases, as in the burning of 
a piece of charcoal or a taper, there is no smoke, 
nothing visibly dissipated and carried away; the 
burning body wastes and disappears, while nothing 
seems to be produced but warmth and light, which 
we are not in the habit of considering as substances, 
and when all has disappeared, except perhaps some 
trifling ashes, we naturally enough suppose it is 
gone, lost, destroyed. But when the question is 
examined moie exactly, we detect in the invisible 
stream of heatedair, which ascends from the glow- 
ing coal or flaming wax, the whole ponderable mat- 


and dissolved in it. Yet so far from being thereby 
destroyed, it is oniy become again what it was be- 
fore it existed in the form of charcoal or wax, an 
active agent in the business of the world, and a muia 
support of vegetable and animal life, and is still sus- 
ceptible of running again and again the same round, 
as circumstances may determine; so that, for ought 
we can see to the contrary, the same identical atom 
may lie concealed for thousands of centuries in a 
lime.stone rock ; may at length be quarried, eet 
free inthe limekiln, mix with the air, be absorbed | 
from itby plants, and in succession, become a part | 
ofthe frames of myriads of living beings, till some
